Supreme .Oourt Decision in the Oase of 


the Oonqae'oj. 


In disposing of the cnsc r,ftbe yachtc'on- 


queror, the property of P. w. Vandcrblit 
of New York, the Supreme Court of the 
United Slates yesterday announced through 
Mr. Justice Ilrown its opinion that yachts

dorbilt In England, and arrived at Xcw 
lork in August, 1S90. J. Sloat Fassett 
then collector of the port, was of the opin 
Ion that she was dutiable, and seized be 
upon the refusal of .Mr. Vandcrbilt' to pa 
the sum demanded.

THE SCIENCE Of EARTHQUAKES. 


Earthquake science, which attracts little at- 


tention in the United States, has made great 
strides during' the list few years. Professor 
John Milne observes that only very recently 
an earlhriuako was looked upon as a transient 
phenomenon lastinga feiv seconds, or at most 
two or three mlnnte?, while now, by Ihe aid of 
thei seismograph, tt is possible lo dhcorer 
and record all the tremors preliminary to and 
following an earthquake. Severe shocks may 
be felt at any point In the earth. From his 
residence in tho Isle of Wight, Professor 
Milno was last icarablo to Ukerecordsof two 
of the most destructive earthquakes in Japau

The Hus£:an monarcbs, one after'another' 
tried to have it lifted, and dozens of lives 
•were sacrificed in the shifting pit of sand 
Finally fate intervened. 
A raging lire 


broke out and heated the bell In its pit. 
A quantity of cold water flowed around il 
and a.great piece, the size of a door, was 
broken out. The Russian czar immediately 
ordered It to be lifted on a pedestal and 
set within the Kremlin^ where it is some- 
times used as a temple. Itsi walls -are 2 
feet thick and it Is 25 feet high. 


The bells of Xotrc Dame In Paris are 


the largest bells of sweetness in the world. 
•One of them weighs 35,000 pounds. 
The 


maker who cast it would never disclose 
the secret of its loud, sweet tone. 


As, a nation, the Japanese have the 
largest belts, but the crudest. So unskill- 
ful are they that many of them will nol 
ring, and so they are obliterated from the 
list of bells. The best bells made, even il 
•cast correctly, have two small hammers. 
Or they afe made to sound like tin, and 
"the hammer does not strike roundly. One 
of these, the "Little Gianl," has never 
been weighed. 
It Is said to weigh com- 


paratlvely little, being of some light Japa- 
nese metal; but it is thirty feet across. It 
fc used to announce blrtbs or deaths in the 
-royal family. Its clapper is a small, elon- 
gated affair that strikes the bell with a 
double sound, and the "Little Giant" is 
-easily recognized when heard. 


The bell of Notre DsrrJe in Montreal is 


the largest bell In America but not the 
Sweetest. This altribute'ls'claimcd by the 
biggest bell of Trinity's chime in New 
Tcrk, which is surpassing In delicacy, ami 
penetrating in pureness- It Is cast in K

The countries of -Turkey, Greece, Italy 


and Egypt have not many famous bells. 
Bells are not in good reputs there, from 
Ihe fact that criminals wear them around 
the neck and lepers are strung with them. 
In the temples the high priests decorate 
•their robes with small jangling" bells, and 
this Is another reason why bells cannot 
become common.

readers, the age in which we live must 
hare a profound admiration for the ele- 
ment of blguesi as such. Descriptive writ-

whatever may be the subject matter, 


seems never to be so acceptable as when 
It can revel in superlative terms,' and ap- 
parently the highest 
credentials with 


which a subject can be offered to the read- 
er are that it shall be certified as the 
"iongeit," "tallest," "widest," "heaviest," 
or otherwise blggeet and most superlative 
thing or event of Its kind "In the world. 


How comes ,it that mere bulk or big- 


ness should be regarded as such a com- 
mendable quality, especially In the great 
works of construction which are charac- 
teristics ot the present day ? This . Is a 
practical age, .and we have a way of judg- 
ing of:the value of things on a, very prac- 
tical basis. It is not likely that men would 
make the heavy investment of capital 
which is necessary for these .mammoth 
constructions for any but sound* economic 
reasons. The only bigness that warms the 
heart of the capitalist Is that which occurs 
on the right aids ol the annual balance 
aheet, and It Is certain that no mere an- 
aouncement that • a- projected 
scheme 


would be bigger than anything of its kind 
in existence would enlist his active sup- 
port. 
. ' 
. '' 


Why is it then that the great Industrial 


corporations aud the plants which they 
lay down are ateadlly increasing In, size; 
why does each succeisive creation of the 
engineer and architect outstrip the dimen- 
sions of its predecessors? The answer is 
to be found fn the fact that in concentra- 
tion of material and In concentration of 
wealth certain economies can be realized 
which are obtainable in no other way; and 
It is the same considerations .of economy 
that have.led to the.enormous size of our 
modern constructions and led us to plan 
and build on a scale which our fathers 
may have dreamed of, tut never dared to 
attempt. Instances of this may be found 
in every corner of the. Industrial world, 
and for the purpox of illustration we will 
mention briefly one or two cases from' the 
general field of 'transportation, particu- 
larly as it Is concerned with the transport 
of freight. 
• 


The railroad companies have found that 


the larger the Individual freight car and 
the more powerful the locomotive, the 
cheaper will be the cost of carrying a 
unit of freight for a unit of distance. The 
larger the car the larger the proportion 
of paying to non-paying load, aud in a 
comparison ot a train of twenty ten-ton 
cars with one of ten twenty-ton cars it 
will be seen that there is a further econ- 
omy In first, cost of production and in the 
current operating expenses, the twenty- 
ton car train having only half the num- 
ber of axles lo lubricate and half the num- 
ber of parts to keep In repair. Hence it is 
for sound economic reasons that the ca- 
pacity of the freight car his risen from 
twelve tons in 1876 to as high as forty 
tons in 1S37.' 


The same considerations have produced 


the same results in the locomotive. Of 
two locomotives, one of which can haul 
twenty loaded cars and the other forty, 
the • larger machine will do double the 
work for much less than double the coal 
consumption, at about the same expense 
for oil, and practically no extra expense 
Tor labor. We have, accordingly, seen an 
increase In the weight of locomotives from 
forty-five tons, I n 
v 1875, to one hundred 


tons In 1897, the giant machine of the 
present day being capabl-.- of hauling as 
high « four thousand tons on a level 
grade. . 
' 


The increase in tho size of ocean steam- 


ers, both for freight and passenger traffic, 
li due to the same considerations of econ- 
omy, and this is particularly true of the 
huge cargo boats, of which the Pennsyl- 
vania Is the latest and largest. This huge 
freighter, which has a leaded displacement 
of 23,490 tons, has been built of such large 
dimensions because It has been proved that 
the larger the boat the less per mile does 
It coet to carry a ton of freight. There Is 
every economy .to be gained in the opera- 
tion of one 10,000-ton ship as against two 
smaller ships of 5,000 tons each. The big 
ship carries not much more than halt the 
crew and engineer staff that are necessary 
to man tho two smaller boats, and she 
would show a large economy In coal con- 
sumption, the latter item In the case ot 
the Pennsylvania amounting to only SO 
tons In twenty-four hours. In dockage 
dues, pilotage and other operating expeuies 
she would «tso show a considerable econ- 
omy. 


Great as are Iho dimensions of this ship, 


they a re soon tobo eclipsed by another ma- 
rine giant whoso ke'el Is already laid in the 
Belfast yard to which the Pennsylvania 


Jbtutt. WLen the. new afclp. ta- 


ll will be awn that the Great Eastern baa 
at last been exceeded lu length, though not 
In her other dimensions.

705 fe*t In length, or 35 (eel longer than 
tha Greet Kaslern,'7tl feet lu beam an-1 
deep In proportion. She Is to exceed every 
Atlantic liner. Including those now build- 
Ing In Germany, In every point of compari- 
son, Including that of speed. Some time 
during Iho year 189S she will probably
